At the fueral of Mrs. Jjhn Crow, in

The now system 
of paving comprises the use of blocks hav- 
ing alternate hard and soft layers-such as 
Portland cement— wbicli are set upon edga 
so that tho edges ofvethese lamintc form a- 
•wearing surface. The blocks arorr.ade four 
inches high, and may be worn to less than 
ian. inch without becoming smooth, like 
Igraaito blocks.
